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Qaim 5 (currently amended): The storage console as defined in claim 1, further 
comprising e anchoring mechanisan attached to said base tray assranbly for fixing a location 
©f said base tray assetnbly relative to the vehicle. 

Claim 6 (original): The storage console as defined in claim 1, wherein said base tray 
assembly includes: 
a floor; and 

at least one wall of predetennined height and length extending fiom an upper surface 
of said floor for defining an area wiflun said base for recriving artioles.

Claim 11 (currently amended): A kit for creating a custom storage console for a 
vehicle^ the kit comprising: 

a base tray assembly for providing a otond alone fLomow o fh fbi retaining containers 
of predetomined dimension and a boao for aupporting additionnl otru etBte; 

a aupc f atrueture framework assembly adapted to be cov^led to said base tray 
assembly in a first configuration and removed fiom said base trav assembly in a second 
configuration: and 

a plurality of storage modules o f different oonflgumtiona. eac h of which ia adopted to 
be mounted to one of said base trav a ssembly, said framework aasemhlv. n»pnFnfnii^i>ft 
aaottira: ofsai4 storage modules in one of aplurality of configurations selected bv the user . 

Claim 12 (currently amended): The kit as defined in claim 11, further including a 
powca? eotd having a socket at e no end ond a plug at on oppoaitc end, paid aockct cud 
adapted to be rcooivod within a prodctciminod mounted in one of said plurality of storage 
modules and said base trav asse mbly and to roooive on acooaao r y, and said p lug end ado pted 
te^ operably coupled to ^ fee electrical system of the vehicle. 

Claim 13 (original): The kit as defined in claim U, further including an anchoring 
mas^ mechanism for fixing said base tray assembly at a predetermined position within 
the vehicle. 

Claim 14 (currently amended): The kit as defined in claim 11, wherein said 
auperotnioture fiamework asaemhlY includes a plurality of upright support members, eadh 
adopted to have one ond attached to be detachablv coupled to said base tray assembly. 
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Claim 15 (currently amended): The kit as defined in claim 14, further including at 
least one beam interconnecting an uppe r ond of one of said upright support members te-aa 
upper end of onothor of aoid upright au pp oit mcmb ui-i i for providing a superstructure . 

Claim 16 (currently amended): A center floor console for a vehicle, comprising: 
a bottom tray assembly: 

a frame assembly attached to said bottom tray assembly in a first configuration and 
selectively detached from said bottom trav assembly in a seoond c onfiguration s and 
at least one storage module detadiablv mounted to said fiame assembly. 

Claim 17 (currently amended): The storage console as defined in claim 16, further 
comprising a power outlet mounted to one of said bottom tray assembly and said at least one 
storage module, and adapted to be operably coupled to a pow« system of the vehicle for 
providing power to the storage console. 

Claim 18 (currently amended): The storage console as defined in claim 16, further 
ooniprising a plurality of wall members detachably coupled to said fi^ame assembly to 
function as one of a divider and a compartment boundofy wall 

Claim 19 (original): The storage console as defined in claim 16, further comprising 
a member attached to said bottom tray for fixing said bottom tray in position relative to the 
vehicle* 

Claim 20 (original): The storage console as defined in claim 16. wherein said 
bottom tray includes: 
a floor; and 

a rail of predetermined hdght and length extending from said floor to define an ai^a 
for receiving articles. 

Claim 21 (currently amended): The storage console as defined in claim 16, whw^ 
said fimie assembly comprises at least a first and a second upright support assembly, each

Claim 27 (currently amended): The center floor console as defined in claim 25, 
further including a file baa&r assembly intermediate and aubstontiQlly adjaceiat said first 
and [[said]] second storage module. 

Claim 28 (original): The center floor console as defined in claim 25, fiirther 
including at least one stora^ module configured to repose on said bottom tray. 

Claim 29 (original): The center floor console as defined in claim 25, fUrther 
including a rail extending along opposing sides of said bottom tray. 

Claim 30 (currently amended): The center floor console as defined in claim 25, 
further mcluding a member attached to the bottom tray for prevaiting the center floor 
console fix)m sliding within the vehicle 

Claim 31 (currently amended): The center floor console as defined in claim 25, 
wherein said pluraUty of upright supports, said first and secoiwi storage modules, and said 
cross member are interconnected so that they may be disassembled and separated fiom said 
bottom tray. 

Claim 32 (cuxrentiy amended): The center floor console as defined in claim 25,

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meehamaiB a plurality of heam R detaohablv intercorniBcting a plurality of upright memt^ ei a 
for oouplinfi with odjaoont stnictures . 

Claim 33 (original): The center floor console as defined in claim 25, wherein said 
first srtorage module includes at least one storage compartment accessible through3 an 
opening. 

Claim 34 (currently amended): The center floor console as defined in claim 25, 
wherein at least one of said first and said second storage module includes at least one eap 
holdop tray . 

Claim 35 (currently amended): The center floor console as defined in claim 33, 
wherein said at least one storage compartnient includes a closable door for oovering aaid 
000033 opep tttg compartment . 

Claim 36 (original): The center floor console as defined in claim 33, wherein said 
first and said second storage modules are of different shapes and storage configurations. 
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
